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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1- 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kilgour et al., US 6,310,029. Kilgour et al. disclose a process of dry cleaning a fabric 
material which comprises the steps of immersing said material to be cleaned in a 
cleaning composition comprising a siloxane solvent, separating the article and solvent 
by draining and centrifugation, and then heating to dry the article. See column 5 lines 
18-22. Col 5 lines 1-10 lists the textile fibers which may be cleaned by the inventive 
solvents and mixtures thereof. In examples 1-162, the articles being dry cleaned are 
textile samples. See col 5 line 60. According to the paragraph bridging columns 2 and 
3, methyltris(trimethylsiloxy) silane, which is applicant's claimed solvent when R is 
methyl, is a preferred embodiment of the siloxane solvent used. In another preferred 
embodiment disclosed in the last paragraph of column 4, a minor amount, less than 50 
parts by weight of the composition, comprises a non-siloxane fluid which may be a 
hydrocarbon fluid, thus reading on the combination of fluids as claimed in claims 5 and 
6.

Kllgour et al. do not use nnethytris (trlnnethylsiloxy)silane or a nnixture thereof with 
a hydrocarbon solvent in any of the examples. It would have been obvious the skilled 
artisan to substitute methyltris (trimethylsiloxy)silane for the solvents used in the 
examples with the expectation of success because Kilgour et al. includes said solvent 
as among his preferred embodiments and they state in col 4 that up to 50 % 
hydrocarbon solvent may also be used in the dry-cleaning composition. Accordingly the 
substitution of applicant's preferred solvent or mixture thereof would be expected to be 
successful in the process of Kilgour et al. 

Perry et al. US 6,312,476 teaches the use of methyltris(trimethylsiloxy) silane as a dry 
cleaning solvent. See col 2 last paragraph. 

Perry et al, US 6,368,359 teaches the use of methyltris(trimethylsiloxy) silane as a dry 
cleaning solvent. See col 3 lines 27 and 32.
